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Bishop Block's Easter Message 


Years ago I read somewhere a pithy epigram which remains 
vivid in my memory, “Influence is the effluence of an affluence.” 
Here from a common root a phrase-maker has made a rather 
profound observation. True influence is the outflowing of one’s 
overabundance. It does not inhere in externals; it emanates 
largely from the interior life. In times of confusion he is most 
influential who can think straight and find a way through the 
fog. In times of crisis and danger, timorous folk are drawn to 
one who possesses courage and a spiritual resiliency beyond the 
norm. When cruel circumstance strikes terror to men’s souls 
and fills them with a sense of defeat and despair, he is pre- 
eminent who believes that difficulty is the atmosphere of mir- 
acle and that the word “impossible” has no legitimate place in 
the vocabulary of a lover of God. 


Leadership is that psychic quality which creates a high des- 
tiny for those who possess assurance, conviction, the instinct 
for adventure, the power to make prompt and intelligent deci- 
sions, and the spirit which does not know the meaning of the 
word defeat. The power to influence others begins with a con- 


- quest of self. Then comes attachment to a higher loyalty, sur- 


render to an ideal, usually incarnate in an alluring Personality, 
the Risen and Living Christ. Often one is utterly unconscious 
of this strange and impressive gift, for the true leader possesses 
the singular virtue of humility. Important as it is to create an 
atmosphere congenial to the development of social advance 
through the media of organization and legislation, our primary 
need is to discover men and women whose unusual capacities 
are dedicated to ideal ends. By a law of spiritual contagion, 
others are lured into a way of life that makes for our social 


well-being. 


The Kingdom of God on earth can be achieved only through 
the mediation of the personality of our Blessed Lord through 
the lives of those richly endowed. Thus leadership is “follow- 
ship”. The pathos of this age is not that we have an inadequate 
number of leaders, it is rather that we have too few followers, 
followers of Jesus who believe sufficiently in Him to attempt 
the high adventure of living the life which is truly Christian. 
So long as there are areas of our existence from which He is 
inhibited, so long will there be futility and defeat. 


The great movements for social betterment have emerged 
from the dedication of a small group who are wholly com- 
mitted to an application of the mind of Christ to personal and 
social problems. So long as we are timorous and disobedient, 
the Crucifixion of our Blessed Master remains a contemporary 
fact. As we respond to those intimations which come to us in 
moments of deepest awareness, we partake of His Resurrection. 
This is God’s world. We are His children, and the establishment 
of the Master’s Kingdom but awaits that elemental courage 
which, resisting the age-drift, allies itself with Him whose death 
upon Calvary and glorious Resurrection brought to a despairing 
world new hope, new joy, new power, and “the peace of God 
which passeth all understanding”. 


Faster, 1955 


Difficulties and uncertainties press hard upon us all. For, in 
addition to the inevitable “sundry and manifold changes’’ of 
the world, we are faced with such problems as the possibility 
of war, civilization in relation to atomic power, Christianity 
and the present state of affairs. Everywhere in the presence of 
human frustration and failure, there is a longing for God's 
gifts of strength, peace, and spiritual power. 


Easter, with the notes of Victory, of Joy, of Eternity, meets 
an especially poignant need today. But, as we welcome the Risen 
Christ, we must not forget certain values. He cannot be used 
tor our purposes; we are to serve His. The Resurrection de- 
mands much of us. “If we be risen with Christ’, we are to 
“seek those things which are above.” Every promise of this 
joyous season should teach us so to number our days that we 
may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 


Easter Day brought to the first disciples joy, but also courage, 
insight, vision, and purpose. God grant that this Easter may 
bring to us these gifts of the Risen Christ.—Henry Knox Sher- 
rill, Presiding Bishop, Protestant Episcopal Church. 


Risen With Christ 


The dramatic reenactment of the events of Jesus’ last week 
began, we are told, in Jerusalem in the Fourth Century. Thence 
it spread over all of Christendom. Most recently, the tendency 
to emphasize these events has taken the form of repeated re- 
quests that the liturgical Gospel for Palm Sunday be the story 
of the Triumphal Entry. Such a substitution is made as an 
alternative to the Passion according to St. Matthew in our 
Prayer Book, and there are indications that the custom is a 
growing one. 


In itself the custom can be edifying—walking with Jesus 
from the Triumphal Entry; through the cleansing of the Tem- 
ple; to the Upper Room, Gethsemane, and the judgment seat 
of Pilate; and to Calvary. Where, however, the majority of our 
people are not able or are not disposed to frequent the daily 
services of Holy Week; and where even the ‘“Three Hours” on 
Good Friday, though well-attended, are attended by only a 
fraction, and many of them for but a brief portion of the time; 
the elimination of the reading of the Passion on Palm Sunday 
can seriously distort the picture. 


It suggests that one can move from the contagious and super- 
ficial enthusiasm of the Palm-procession to the abiding joy in 
the Risen Christ, without the intervening steps of judgment, 
suffering, and death. It can minister to the easy optimism of 
our time, which would banish all hardness from religion and 
make of it a sun-dial which “marks only sunny hours”. 


Resurrection in Christian thought is not merely something 
which happened to Jesus two thousand years ago, nor some- 
thing to be anticipated by Christians at some dim future time; 
it is, Most significantly, an experience in which we participate, 
here and now. “If ye then be risen with Christ,” says St. Paul, 
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building upon that foundation a moral argument. And the path 
to resurrection leads through judgment, suffering, and death,— 
for us as for Our Lord. 

The reading of the Passion on Palm Sunday is, of course, a 
symbol; but it is a symbol of a profound reality which we dare 
not obscure: “If we have been planted together in the likeness 
of his death, we shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection.” 
The point of the saying lies in the condition: “If”, and not 
otherwise, ““we die with Him, we shall live with Him.” 

Let us, by every device, make real the events of Holy Week; 
but let us not forget the way of the Cross, which runs through 
Gethsemane (“Not my will but Thine be done.”) and Calvary 
(where “I am crucified with Christ.””) to newness of life in 
Him, who is “the Resurrection and the Life”.

From the Bishop's Desk 


The outstanding event of last month was my visit to the 
National Council. It is always a thrill to travel on a DC-7, 
especially when the weather is propitious and we make such 
time as on this last occasion. With a tail wind, I clocked our 
trip from the S.F. Airport to when we touched ground at Idle- 
wild in New York; it was exactly seven hours, thirteen minutes, 
in elapsed time. As usual, Joe and Jane Tsukamoto met me in 
their big station wagon, and we left immediately for Green- 
wich. I had called a special meeting of the Overseas Depart- 
ment for Tuesday morning in order that we might plan 
adequately for our report to General Convention and the prep- 
aration of long-term strategy for the Church’s work in the 
Pacific Basin. We are meeting a week in advance of the opening 
of our Triennial Convention to receive the counsel of outstand- 
ing Churchmen of the Pacific area in the development of a 
sound and adventurous program that the Church can helpfully 
follow in the next two decades, perhaps. It is my conviction 
that the history of our world for the next half-century will 
probably be determined by what happens in the Pacific area 
and the Far East within the next five years. 

At the conclusion of our sessions on Thursday, the Rev. Mr. 
Tsukamoto brought me back to New York and to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Pierson Parker at the General Seminary. I spent 
the night in his hospitable home, as I have often been privileged 
to do on these trips to New York. The next morning I flew 
back to the See City, a longer journey in point of time, be- 
cause of the inevitable head winds. 

While in New York I became especially interested in the 
plans of Dr. and Mrs. Parker for a trip to England this sum- 
mer. They will live for several weeks in each of two fascinating 
places—Oxford and Canterbury. Dr. Parker has the honor of 
having been chosen to lecture at St. Augustine’s College. 

I was greatly interested to learn that Paula, the elder daughter 
of the Tsukamotos, may be chosen as one of the delegates of 
the Girls Friendly Society to visit England this summer, She was 
preparing an essay or something similar in competition for this 
privilege while I was East. Our Diocesan Auxiliary has made 
a generous contribution toward the proposed trip if Paula is 
chosen. 

I enjoy the privilege of attending the early Eucharist and 
Evensong at the General Seminary. One never appreciates the 
ancient chants and the choral settings of the Psalms as greatly 
as when they are sung by men’s voices, splendidly trained, and 
with the devotion of seminarians. 

I visited the exhibition of Bibles at the “General” on a 
guided tour by the librarian. Time does not permit me to 
review this excellent display of incunabula. The most interest- 
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ing item was a Gutenberg Bible in excellent state of preserva- 
tion. It was purchased by Dean Hoffman as a complete copy, 
but an expert discovered later on that one page had been re- 
moved and replaced by a contemporary facsimile. This made 
the volume incomplete. After some years—and the story Is 
almost fantastic—the missing page was discovered and sent to 
the Seminary as a gift. It was placed by itself in a glass case 
apart from the Gutenberg Bible, which was opened at the 
facsimile page. 

It was a pleasure and privilege to solemnize the marriage of 
Miss Lilla Wu to Mr. Fred Wong at the Church of Our Saviour 
in Oakland. I was assisted by her brother-in-law, the Rev. 
Stephen Ko, and she was attended by her sister Betty, whom I 
had married several years ago. Although he could not partici- 
pate actively in the service, the Rev. Daniel Wu was there to 
bless the occasion with his presence. I often muse upon the 
distinctive service that the Wu family has given to the Diocese 
through a long term of years, and also upon the journeys of 
the well-remembered vicar of True Sunshine Mission as he 
ministered to congregations of his people both in San Francisco 
and in Oakland. I said a special prayer of thanksgiving that he 
could be with us on so significant an occasion. 

I made my first visit to St. Thomas’, Rodeo, the day follow- 
ing the marriage. It was an interesting experience confirming 
fourteen persons in the local theater, where we have been for- 
tunate to hold services until we can build on the lot recently 
purchased from the Hercules Powder Company. 

No account of my month’s hegira should conclude without a 
brief mention of my attending the fiftieth wedding anniversary 
of Mr. and Mrs. Clifton Kroll. I shall not attempt to express 
my appreciation and affection for them. It would make this leaf 
of the Bishop’s Journal much too long. Suffice it to say, | know 
of no layman alive in the Diocese today who has served his 
Church with greater fidelity and sacrificial interest than Mr. 
Kroll. His wife has been the angel of the Church of Our Saviour 
in Oakland, because of a devotion to the Chinese people that 
reaches back to her childhood. | often declare that the sammum 
bonum of life is friendship. This delightful occasion was a vin- 
dication of my conviction. The very atmosphere of the recep- 
tion was redolent with love, much of it distilled through long 
years of acquaintance and association.

1 know he 
will be pleased to accept invitations from parish and mission 
Auxiliaries to give a talk, illustrated by slides, on his work at 
St. Agnes’ School. Although a bit self-conscious about his 
fluency in the English language, I think he speaks very clearly 
and quite easily. Also he meets my ultimate test, he has a fine 
sense of humor. Many of us can help him financially if we will. 
All of us can pray for him and for our friends in Japan. 
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The Greatest Drama Ever Staged

(This little essay, by the author of MAN BORN TO BE KING and THE ZEAL OF THY HOUSE, 
first appeared in the English Sunday Times. It was reprinted by Forward day-by-day in 
Lent, 1940, and again in Easter, 1947.) 


Official Christianity, of late years, has been having what is 
known as “a bad press’. We are constantly assured that the 
churches are empty because preachers insist too much upon doc- 
trine—‘‘dull dogma”, as people call it. The fact is the precise 
opposite. It is the neglect of dogma that makes for dullness. The 
Christian faith is the most exciting drama that ever staggered 
the imagination of man—and the dogma is the drama. 

That drama is summarized quite clearly in the creeds of the 
Church, and if we think it dull it is because we either have 
never really read those amazing documents, or have recited 
them so often and so mechanically as to have lost all sense of 
their meaning. The plot pivots upon a single character, and 
the whole action is the answer to a single central problem: 
W hat think ye of Christ? Betore we adopt any of the unofhcial 
solutions (some of which are indeed excessively dull) —before 
we dismiss Christ as a myth, an idealist, a demagogue, a liar, 
or a lunatic—it will do no harm to find out what the creeds 
really say about Him. What does the Church think of Christ? 

The Church’s answer is categorical and uncompromising, and 
it is this: That Jesus Bar-Joseph, the carpenter of Nazareth, 
was in fact and in truth, and in the most exact and literal sense 
of the words, the God “by Whom all things were made’’. His 
body and brain were those of a common man; His personality 
was the personality of God, so far as that personality could be 
expressed in human terms. He was not a kind of demon or fairy 
pretending to be human. He was in every respect a genuine 
living man. He was not merely a man so good as to be “‘like 
God”—He was God. 

Now, this is not just a pious commonplace; it is not com- 
monplace at all. For what it means is this, among other things: 
that for whatever reason God chose to make man as he is— 
limited and suffering and subject to sorrows and death—He 
had the honesty and the courage to take His own medicine. 
Whatever game He is playing with His creation, He has kept 
His own rules and played fair. He can exact nothing from 
man that He has not exacted from Himself. He has Himself 
gone through the whole of human experience, from the trivial 
irritations of family life and the cramping restrictions of hard 
work and lack of money, to the worst horrors of pain and hu- 
miliation, defeat, despair, and death. When He was a man, 
He played the man. He was born in poverty and died in dis- 
grace and thought it well worth while. 

Christianity is, of course, not the only religion that has 
found the best explanation of human life in the idea of an 
incarnate and suffering god. The Egyptian Osiris died and rose 
again; Aeschylus in his play, The Eumenides, reconciled man 
to God by the theory of a suffering Zeus. But in most theol- 
Ogies, the god is supposed to have suffered and died in some 
remote and mythical period of pre-history. The Christian story, 
on the other hand, starts off briskly in St. Matthew’s account 
with a place and a date: ‘““When Jesus was born in Bethlehem 
of Judxa in the days of Herod the King.” St. Luke, still more 
practically and prosaically, pins the thing down by a reference 
to a piece of government finance. God, he says, was made man 
in the year when Cxsar Augustus was taking a census in con- 
nection with a scheme of taxation. Similarly, we might date an 
event by saying that it took place in the year that Great Britain 


went off the gold standard. About thirty-three years later (we 
are informed) God was executed, for being a political nuisance, 
“under Pontius Pilate’—much as we might say, “when Mr. 
Joynson-Hicks was Home Secretary”. It is as definite and con- 
crete as all that. 

Possibly we might prefer not to take this tale too seriously— 
there are disquieting points about it. Here we had a man of 
Divine character walking and talking among us—and what did 
we find to do with Him? The common people, indeed, “‘heard 
Him gladly”; but our leading authorities in Church and State 
considered that He talked too much and uttered too many dis- 
concerting truths. So we bribed one of His friends to hand Him 
over quietly to the police, and we tried Him on a rather vague 
charge of creating a disturbance, and had Him publicly flogged 
and hanged on the common gallows, ‘thanking God we were 
rid of a knave’’. All this was not very creditable to us, even if 
He was (as many people thought and think) only a harmless 
crazy preacher. But if the Church is right about Him, it was 
more discreditable still; for the man we hanged was God 
Almighty. 

So that is the outline of the official story—the tale of the 
time when God was the under-dog and got beaten, when He 
submitted to the conditions He had laid down and became a 
man like the men He had made, and the men He had made 
broke Him and killed Him. This is the dogma we find so dull 
—this terrifying drama of which God is the victim and hero. 

If this is dull, then what, in Heaven’s name, is worthy to be 
called exciting? The people who hanged Christ never, to do 
them justice, accused Him of being a bore—on the contrary; 
they thought Him too dynamic to be safe. It has been left for 
later generations to muffle up that shattering personality and 
surround Him with an atmosphere of tedium. We have very 
efficiently pared the claws of the Lion of Judah, certified Him 
“meek and mild”, and recommended Him as a fitting household 
pet for pale curates and pious old ladies. 

To those who knew Him, however, He in no way suggested 
a milk-and-water person; they objected to Him as a dangerous 
firebrand. True, He was tender to the unfortunate, patient with 
the honest inquirers, and humble before Heaven; but He insulted 
respectable clergymen by calling them hypocrites; He referred 
to King Herod as ‘‘that fox”; He went to parties in disreput- 
able company and was looked upon as a “‘gluttonous man and 
a wine-bibber, a friend of publicans and sinners’; He assaulted 
indignant tradesmen and threw them and their belongings out 
of the Temple; He drove a coach-and-horses through a num- 
ber of sacrosanct and hoary regulations; He cured diseases by 
any means that came handy, with a shocking casualness in the 
matter of other people’s pigs and property; He showed no 
proper deference for wealth or social position; when confronted 
with neat dialectical traps, He displayed a paradoxical humor 
that affronted serious-minded people, and He retorted by asking 
disagreeably searching questions that could not be answered by 
rule of thumb. He was emphatically not a dull man in His 
human lifetime, and if He was God, there can be nothing dull 
about God either. But He had “‘a daily beauty in His life that 
made us ugly”, and officialdom felt that the established order

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February National 
Council Meeting 
1955 BUDGET 

Council members approved a 
record budget of $5,837,996 for 
the current year. The sum repre- 
sents an increase of $108,555 over 
the 1954 budget. The expanding 
budget is made possible by the 
greater number of dioceses and 
missionary districts of the Church 
meeting or oversubscribing their 
missionary quotas each year. In 
1954, ninety-eight of ninty-nine 
met their expectations. 
GOOD FRIDAY OFFERING 


The 1954 Good Friday Offer- 
ing yielded $73,125.60. Tradi- 
tionally earmarked for Jerusalem 
and the East Mission, the offer- 
ing has grown steadily, now to- 
taling more than four times that 
received thirty years ago. Also 
presently benefiting from the 
contributions are the Eastern Or- 
thodox Churches, Arab refugee 
relief, the relief program of the 
Anglican Bishop in Jerusalem, 
the Committee on World Liter- 
acy and Christian Literature, and 
the Committee on the Christian 
Approach to the Jews. 
RECRUITMENT OF CHAPLAINS 


The Rt. Rev. Henry I. Lout- 
tit, chairman of the Armed 
Forces Division of the National 
Council, announced a “‘chap- 
laincy probationary” plan for 
seminary students during their 
summer vacations. Seminarians 
may be assigned to a chaplain’s 
school or serve as a chaplain’s 
assistant, with the rank of sec- 
ond lieutenant or ensign. Bishop 
Louttit said exceptions to the 
prerequisite of three years exper- 
ience after seminary graduation 
were being made in the case of 
qualified young men wishing to 
become chaplains a year after 
their graduation. 


The Council approved an al- 
location of $20,000 to erect a 
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church building and fellowship 
center for American personnel 
stationed on Okinawa. Another 
$5,000 is to be designated as the 
Episcopal share in a program 
designed by the General Com- 
mission on Chaplains to help 
counteract degrading moral con- 
ditions prevalent where service 
personnel are stationed in Japan. 
WORLD RELIEF 

During 1954 the Presiding 
Bishop’s Committee on World 
Relief and Church Cooperation 
distributed $437,445.99 for 
refugee and emergency relief, 
overseas scholarships, and inter- 
Church aid throughout the world. 
The Committee reported that 
Episcopalians have helped to re- 
settle 640 refugee families in the 
United States, two hundred more 
than any other Church partici- 
pating in the Church World 
Service agency program. 
RURAL MINISTRY 

The Rt. Rev. William W. Hor- 
stick, chairman of the National 
Advisory Committee on Town 
and Country Work, voiced his 
feeling that Episcopal clergymen 
in country parishes no longer 
feel they are “forgotten men”. 
He said, ‘I think we have over- 
come that feeling, and what has 
developed has been a feeling of 
belonging. I know that in many 
cases there has been found a very 
real vocation to small town and 
country church work.” 
MISSIONARY EDUCATION 

The Rev. John B. Midworth, 
Executive Secretary of the Adult 
Division of the Department of 
Christian Education, announced 
plans to establish a program of 
missionary education which 
“would reflect the thinking of 
the whole National Council and 
speak to the whole Church”’. 
Many people, he said, ‘do not 
realize that the vocation of. the 
Church is a missionary vocation, 
or it has no vocation at all”. 


A staff committee, representing 
every department of the National 
Council, has been set up and will 
supervise the preparation of mis- 
sionary education materials for 
every age level and segment of 
the Church. “The initial task,” 
he announced, “is to prepare a 
statement on the basic theology 
of missions.” 


BUILDERS FOR CHRIST REPORT 

Pledges in the BUILDERS FOR 
cHRIst Campaign have reached 
$3,808,365.87, an increase of 
over $350,000 since the Decem- 
ber report. 


INDIAN RELATIONSHIPS 


The Council resolved ‘‘that the 
Department of Christian Social 
Relations explore with the Home 
Department ways and means of 
cooperating with the Federal 
Government projects for the re- 
settlement of American Indians 
in urban centers, and of devel- 
oping programs for dioceses and 
missionary districts, and the two 
Departments to sustain the 
Church’s relationship to Indians 
in their new life in cities’. 
APPOINTMENTS 

The Rev. John W. Suter, a 
former director of the Depart- 
ment of Christian Education 
(1925-33) was appointed a 
writer-consultant in that depart- 
ment. 

Miss Elinor M. Eccles, direc- 
tor of religious education at the 
Church of the Incarnation, Dal- 
las, has been appointed editor of 
publications in the Children’s Di- 
vision of the same department.

Named Diocesan 

The Ret. Rev. Gerald Ellison, 
Bishop of Willesden and suffra- 
gan of the Bishop of London, 
has been named a diocesan. The 
Church Times of London, for 
January 14th, carries the an- 
nouncement of Bishop -Ellison’s 


translation to the Diocese of 
Chester in the Province of York. 
Bishop Ellison is well known 
in the Diocese through his six- 
month stay during the War, 
when the ship on which he was 
chaplain, the H.M.S. Orion was 
laid up for repairs. In 1952 he 
visited the Diocese again with 
his wife, and conducted a ses- 
sion of the School of the Proph- 
ets, before attending the Church’s 
General Convention in Boston. 
The young bishop, he is 44, 
has had a distinguished career. 
Early in his ministry he became 
domestic chaplain to the Bishop 
of Winchester (now Archbishop 
of York) combining with these 
duties those of secretary of the 
diocesan youth movement. After 
his service with the Royal Navy, 
he rejoined Dr. Garbett’s staff 
and served until 1946, when he 
was appointed Vicar of Portsea. 
He has been Bishop of Willes- 
den since 1950, and has contin- 
ued his keen interest in youth, 
founding the Fellowship of Vo- 
cation for boys and young men.

Our Seminaries, which will re- 
ceive two million dollars, have al- 
ready received one-half of that 
amount. At each of the eight semi- 
naries, BUILDERS FOR CHRIST dollars 
will soon begin to be spent for the 
buildings and building improve- 
ments our seminaries need, if they 
are to answer the Church’s increas- 
ing demand for well-trained minis- 
ters. 

The Church Overseas, allotted 
$1,225,000, has already received

Polytechnic Institute im Lawrence- 
ville, Va., and at the Voorhces 
School and Junior College in Den- 
mark, S.C., both schools sponsored 
by the American Church Institute 
for Negroes. St. Paul’s has received 
$120,000 of its allotment of $277,546, 
and Voorhees $25,000 of its $73,029 
allotment. 

In our seminaries, in other lands, 
and at home, BUILDERS FOR CHRIST 
dollars are already beginning to 
become bricks for Christ’s Kingdom. 
But more dollars must be added to 
the $3,434,910.44 already pledged. 

The goal of $4,150,000 must be 
met. In the words of Bishop Sher- 
rill: Let no parish, or community, or 
diocese, or nation think it can be 
Christian, or remain true to its 
Christianity, if it is only interested 
in itself.

The Overseas Department of the National Council has for 
its chairman our own diocesan, Bishop Block. 

Upon the Overseas Department, cooperating with and draw- 
ing upon the resources of the other departments and divisions 
of the National Council, falls the responsibility for “the unifi- 
cation, development, and prosecution, of the missionary, educa- 
tional and social, work of the Church’’ in those areas which lie 
beyond the continental limits of the United States. In 1955 the 
Department will receive almost half the total budget of the 
National Council to pursue its mission. 

In the fulfillment of its task, the Overseas Department sends 
missionary personnel and funds to Church outposts throughout 
the world. Using the magic carpet of imagination, let us pay 
a brief visit to those fields. 

In Acaska the Rt. Rev. William J. Gordon, Jr., and his staff 
minister to the needs of our Eskimo people who live along the 
North Coast, our Indian Churchmen who live in the Yukon 
Valley and in Southeastern Alaska, and to white people who, in 
increasing numbers, have settled in Alaska in recent years. 
Bishop Gordon covers more than 30,000 miles by plane each 
year linking the fifty parishes and missions in the district. 

The Missionary District of HoNoLULU, over which the Rt. 
Rev. Harry S. Kennedy has jurisdiction, includes the Hawaiian 
Islands, Midway, Wake, Guam, and American Samoa. Since 
1949 there has been a strong young mission on Okinawa, and, 
more recently, Bishop Kennedy has assumed oversight of work 
on Taiwan (Formosa) where many members of the Church in 
China have found refuge. 

The Rt. Rev. Norman S. Binsted and his two suffragans, the 
Rt. Rev. Robert F. Wilner and the Rt. Rev. Lyman C. Ogilby, 
have the care of work in the PHiLippINEs which continues to 
grow in size and in strength. Thirty new missions have been 
established in the last fifteen years; 10,000 Church members 
were added in the same period; and local contributions have 
doubled. A native Church leadership is being nurtured and 
there is a close, cooperating relationship between the Philippine 
Independent Church and the Episcopal mission. 

The Church in Japan, known as the Nippon Sei Ko Kwai, is 
an autonomous and indigenous Church growing out of the 
missions of the Church of England, the Canadian Church, and 
the Episcopal Church. It comprises ten dioceses, each having its 
own Japanese bishop. The Rt. Rev. Michael H. Yashiro, the 
Bishop of Kobe, serves also as Presiding Bishop. Not only is 
he a leader in his own Church, but is reckoned by many to be 
the leading Christian statesman in the Far East today. The pro- 
gram in Japan is one planned by the Japanese Church. The 
responsibility of the Mother Churches is to support that pro- 
gram with such missionary personnel and financial assistance 
as we are able to give. 

For more than one hundred years the Church executed a great 
work in Cuina. Today, because of the unfavorable situation in 
China, all our missionaries have been withdrawn, but the 
Church in China, known as the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui, 
remains. It comprises more than a dozen dioceses, each having 
its own Chinese bishop and clergy. The Church is not dead. 
Our confidence in its survival is based on two things. First, it is 
a part of “the Holy Church throughout all the world”, built 
by our Lord, who promised to be with it always, and who 


promised, also, that the forces of hell should not prevail against 
it. Secondly, it has splendid leadership in its Chinese bishops 
and clergy, who minister to a devoted and courageous group of 
Church people. 

Two Episcopal missionaries serve in Hong Kong. There is 
need for a missionary priest in the Diocese of Singapore. A 
missionary teacher serves as principal of Women’s Christian 
College in Madras. A priest is under appointment to Bombay. 
A woman doctor is under appointment to Lahore in West Pak- 
istan. These missionaries, serving in widely separated posts in 
Southern and Southeastern Asia, are tokens of our interest in 
the missionary enterprise in that part of the world and of our 
desire to have some part in it. 

In Mexico, the Rt. Rev. Efrain Salinas y Velasco and his 
Mexican clergy and lay workers chart the Church’s flourishing 
program in that neighboring republic. 

At the time the Rt. Rev. R. Heber Gooden was consecrated 
Bishop of the PaNaMA Cana. Zone, the field consisted of the 
Canal Zone only. Today, it also includes the Republics of Nic- 
aragua, Costa Rica, Panama, and Colombia—a vast field com- 
parable to Alaska in size. Over 65 lay readers have joined 53 
clergymen to carry out the Church’s ministry to three races. 

The Church in Cuba counts more than 58,000 baptized mem- 
bers on its rolls. With the exception of two American priests 
and two lay workers, the Rt. Rev. A. Hugo Blankingship’s 
entire staff is made up of Cuban Churchmen. The district oper- 
ates fifteen schools, reaching almost 3,000 students. There are 
opportunities to establish more schools and missions, if the 
pressing needs for clergy and equipment can be met. 

Haiti and the DomINicaN REPUBLIC are separate missionary 
jurisdictions under the care of the Rt. Rev. C. Alfred Voegeli, 
the Bishop of Haiti. Next to Cuba, Haiti numbers more mem- 
bers than any other missionary district in the Church, either 
at home or overseas, having more than 53,000 baptized mem- 
bers. The Church, brought to the island in 1861, pursues its 
work in an almost completely rural and primitive atmosphere, 
reaching many of its 90 missions only by foot or horseback. 


Again, in Puerto Rico and the American VirGin IsLaNps, 
we have separate jurisdictions under one bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
A. Ervine Swift of Puerto Rico. The Church has made particu- 
lar contributions to the island welfare through St. Just’s School, 
a model secondary school for boys, and St. Luke’s Hospital in 
Ponce, with its veterans’ ward, children’s orthopedic section, 
and weekly clinics. 


The Church in Brazit, known as the lgreja Episcopal Bra- 
stleira, comprises three missionary districts: Central Brazil (the 
Rt. Rev. Louis C. Melcher), Southern Brazil (the Rt. Rev. 
Athalicio T. Pithan), and Southwestern Brazil (the Rt. Rev. 
Egmont M. Krischke). This young Church has its own National 
Council made up of the three bishops, clergy, and lay deputies, 
from the three districts. 


On the West Coast of Africa, the Church is strongly estab- 
lished in Liperia. Under the leadership of the Rt. Rev. Bravid 
W. Harris, the Church has become a potent force in Liberian 
life. Church-supported schools are among the most highly 
ranked in the nation; the 1500-acre farm at Cuttington College,

Preparation For 


New Curriculum 
In Final Phase 


Upon the desks of all the 
cletgy of the Church, the week 
of March 10th, appeared a pre- 
view of the new Church School 
courses of the Seabury Series, 
the ofhcial curriculum of the 
Church. In preparation since 
1947, the series will be inaugur- 
ated with the publication May 
Ist of study courses for grades 1, 
4, and 7, together with materials 
for teacher training and for par- 
ents classes. 


Acclaimed by Church leaders 
as one of the most significant 
events of our contemporary his- 
tory, the publication date was 
prepared for by a long series of 
preliminary training, which still 
continues. Training sessions for 
clergy and selected lay - leaders 
was the first stage of prepara- 
tion, followed normally by a 
saturation program for laymen 
through the Mobile Teams. In 
California, the Mobile Team, 
headed by the Rev. Walter Wil- 
liams, moved through the Dio- 
cese in January and February of 
1953, reaching 5000 persons in 
practically every parish and mis- 
sion. 


The intensive, final, phase of 
preparation is currently under 


way. 


The national department of 
Christian Education has set four 
requirements for the proper use 
of the new courses: 

1. An ever - widening group 
within the parish genuinely con- 
cerned about the redemptive task 
of the parish. 

2. The religious and educa- 
tional preparation of teachers. 

3. Family worship in the 
Church on Sunday. 

4. A weekly class for parents 

and god-parents. 
To assist the parishes and mis- 
sions in meeting these require- 
ments, the diocesan department 
has set up a leadership training 
program designed to deal with 
points 1 and 2, 

The Parish Life Conferences, 
which stimulate the formation of 
concerned groups is described 
elsewhere in this magazine. 

A series of regional meetings 
primarily for teachers is being 
planned for the Post-Easter sea- 
son to introduce the teacher- 
training program in the local 
churches, thus satisfying point 2. 

A test session, with a single 
parish, was held February 25th 
and 26th, at St. Mark’s, Palo 


Alto, with both teachers and par- 
ents present. 

The five-hour meetings will 
be held normally on Saturday or 
Sunday afternoons and evenings. 
The first series will be held for 
parishes which have already par- 
ticipated in the Parish Life Con- 
ference program. A later series 
will be planned for early June 
and early September, following 
the visit of the Leadership Train- 
ing Team from National Coun- 
cil, the last of May. 


Men & Boys Observe 
Washington’s Birthday 


Almost 800 men and boys 
made their communions on 
George Washington’s Birthday, 
February 22nd, in regional cele- 
brations of the Holy Communion 
which were reported to PaciFic 
CHURCHMAN. In each instance 
the corporate communion was 
followed by breakfast with one 
or more speakers. 

As in past years, the Convoca- 
tion of Oakland, where the Bish- 
op’s Men of the East Bay, with 
representatives in every parish, 
make this their main objective, 
had the biggest attendance. In- 
deed, beginning this year, the 
East Bay observance has had to 
be held in two centers, one in 
Contra Costa County and one in 
Alameda County. There were 260 
present at St. James’, Oakland, 
where Dr. Petty of San Francisco 
State College was the featured 
speaker, and 185 turned out at 
St. Michael and All Angels, Con- 
cord. Mr. L. L. Hamilton, for- 
mer diocesan chairman for lay- 
men’s work and lay delegate to 
the Anglican Congress, addicssed 
the men and boys at breakfast. 

Two speakers were heard at 
the Marin County breakfast, fol- 
lowing the Eucharist at St. Fran- 
cis’, Novato. The Rev. William 
Z. L. Sung, chaplain for Orien- 
tal students on the West Coast, 
spoke of his work, which centers 
at the University of California; 
and Dr. Paul Rusch, director of

the Kiyosato Experimental Edu- 
cational Experiment (KEEP) 
under the auspices of the Japa- 
nese Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
spoke on “Practical Christianity 
at Work in Rural Japan.”

BOOK REVIEWS 


The Sources of Western Morality, by Georgia Harkness. 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, New York, 1954.

Today’s Christian, if asked, “What is meant by the term 


‘western morality’?’’, might reply that it is the morality of 
Christendom —i.e., the western world. And the morality of 
Christendom, he might add, is that taught by the New Testa- 
ment, which, in turn, drew heavily upon the Old Testament. 

Upon further reflection, however, the Christian might say to 
himself: “However, before the Old Testament was written, its 
basic rules of morality—those condemning murder and theft, 
for instance—were already in effect in Egypt and elsewhere. 
And furthermore, the Greeks and Romans developed great sys- 
tems of morality without reliance upon either Old or New 
Testaments. What then, was specifically contributed to Western 
Morality by Christianity? Likewise, what did Christianity adopt 
from the other systems? 

The answers to these questions will be found in Dr. Hark- 
ness’s book. It is not a long book—some 245 pages—and its 
purpose is, as the author says on the first page, “to present a 
survey of the origins of Western Morality”, not concerned with 
“an intricate mass of detail but with main currents and move- 
ments”. This the author accomplishes, and accomplishes well. 

Starting with primitive society, Dr. Harkness shows much 
that is bad—human sacrifice, cannibalism, and the like; but 
some that is good—courage, cooperativeness, and family affec- 
tion. After primitive life came the patriarchal family organiza- 
tion, familiar to us through the Old Testament, but which 
brought with it on the debit side a retrogression in the position 
of women, a situation from which that sex has never fully 
recovered. Ali family customs were sanctified by the prevailing 
religion, which recognized male superiority, a condition which 
is unfortunate, in Dr. Harkness’ eyes, especially since, as she 
sees it, it has carried over into the life of the Church today 
(p. 17): “In regard to positions of leadership the Church is 
one of the last strongholds of male dominance, due to a deep- 
seated ecclesiastical tradition which is imbedded in a much 
older religious sanctification of male superiority.” 

Early Egyptian life and religion is tidily summed up with 
appropriate references to the exciting “Memphite Drama’’ of 
3400 B.C. and the moral-social story of the ‘Eloquent Peasant” 
of some fourteen centuries later; the Babylonians then received 
their due. In both cases the spiritual achievements were great, 
and their practical fruits were embodied in great legal codes, 
such as that of Hammurabi. Yet those remarkable peoples 
thought too much of empire building; it was left (p. 85) to a 
people ‘“‘with a higher vision than political conquest” to give 
“an enduring legacy to posterity”’. 

Thus we are brought to a history of the Hebrews. Here we 
learn that (p. 88-89) “the blending of religion with ethics in 
Hebrew history makes the Old Testament a unique source of 
moral insight .. . in no other historical record do we find so 
clearly the story of a growing people’s struggle to bring to 
maturity its concept of God and the good life. This is because 
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there was in the Yahweh concept something not found else- 
where—an impelling force which seemed to speak unequivocally 
in moral terms and which would not let the people rest until 
they strove to do the will of their God.”” Over some sixty-five 
pages the author develops this theme, and to gain most profit, 
the reader would do well to keep his Old Testament beside 
him. It is a wonderful story. 


Next come the great Greeks; we learn how their moral views 
differed from those of the Hebrew thinkers (pp. 152-153): 

‘To the Hebrews, membership in an elect nation standing 
in the covenant relation to Yahweh and therefore under obli- 
gation to obey and serve Him was a very important matter, but 
of citizenship in the sense of civic duties owed to the nation 
as such, they had little consciousness. To the Greeks, political 
duties were a major concern. . . . The Hebrew prophets called 
sinners to righteousness; the Greek philosophers formed theories 
about the nature of the good life. The Greeks seem to have 
been almost wholly lacking in the Hebrew sense of sin, for 
while they believed, as any people must, that some things are 
wrong, they believed characteristically in the natural goodness 
of man, including themselves... . When the Greeks gave them- 
selves to the pursuit of the good life, it was not because they 
felt the impulsion to love any god with all one’s heart and soul 
and strength; it was because they felt the good life to be the 
appropriate and beautiful mode of expression.” 


The Romans were not primarily thinkers, but they did enrich 
the Greek doctrine of Stoicism, to the extent that (p. 208) 
“the most sublime moral statements produced by the ancient 
world, outside of the Bible, are the writings of the Roman 
Stoic philosophers, and through these there breathes the spirit 
of world brotherhood and the spiritual equality of all men”. 
These concepts found expression in Roman law, and thereby 
have been “handed down to modern times as elements not only 
of our law, but of our morals”. The more important doctrines, 
which comprise a union of political, religious, and moral, out- 
look are: 

(1) the conception of nature as a source of universal law; 
(2) the conception of reason as the essential principal of na- 
ture; (3) the conception that all men share in reason and there- 
fore are equal; (4) the conception that justice is the rightful 
source of government; and (5) the conception of duty.” 

The best of the ideas of the Egyptians, the Greeks, and the 
Romans, and the Hebrews, were retained in the Christian doc- 
trines, as Dr. Harkness shows in her final chapters. As the 
author says (p. 238): “Christian idealists actuated by the mes- 
sage of Jesus are among the most active leaders in movements 
for racial and international peace, economic justice, domestic 
purity, prevention of crime and social maladjustment; and many 
who have severed connection with the Christian Church owe 
their social ideals to a family or community environment per- 
meated with its influence. Jesus’ ideal of the infinite worth of 
persons has lifted child life and womanhood wherever it has 
gone; it has abolished many forms of slavery; it lies at the root 
of democracy.”

A body of literature helpful in the follow-up of Parish Life 
Conferences continues to come from the press, not only in this 
country, but also from France, England, and Scotland. The 
first of these books, The Parish in Action, is already widely 
used in this country as one of the best works available in help- 
ing a parish rethink its essential task. 


If you will take the Bishop of Stepney’s word for it, the 
essential business of the parish church is missionary. Our con- 
cern should not be for ourselves but for others. 


“Either we plan the life of the church on a missionary, 
outward-looking basis, or on a self-regarding, inward-looking 
one. The old set up is so demanding of our time and energy 
that the essential missionary work will never be done,” he 
writes. If we take the mission to the unchurched seriously, the 
effect will be to turn our energies in new directions, that is, 
the development of the lay ministry. We must train people 
to witness bravely and intelligently in the world of every day. 


One of the great virtues of this book is that it does not set 
forth vast general principles, but tells us how it was actually 
done in one instance. I am sure readers will thrill to the account 
of how one parish laid out its plans of evangelism so that one 
might move from agnosticism, through personal friendship and 
street fellowship, to full Church membership. Concluding chap- 
ters contain helpful suggestions as to how our services can 
become so tremendously meaningful that there will be no 
thought of turning back. 


In Tom Allan’s book the scene shifts from London to Glas- 
gow and from the Church of England to the Church of Scot- 
land, but the emphasis is the same—the inspiring story of an 
urban parish that found itself by becoming missionary-minded. 
Allan’s methods are more conventional. The process begins 
with a program of neighborhood evangelism known to many 
of us. But what happened to the people that made this venture 
in Christ’s name, and also some of the difficulties of some of 
those who came back after years of indifference, makes this 
“must” reading for anyone planning visitation evangelism. 


Here again the stress is on the use of “the unemployed of 
the Church”, the laity. 


“So much of the Church’s well-intentioned effort to enlist 
its laymen goes for nothing because it is concerned with action 
and organization, and not with .. . being,” writes the Presby- 
terian divine. The precondition of Christian action is personal 
encounter with Christ. When such a group begins to appear it 
is not likely to find an outlet for its energies in the conventional 
week-day activities which go to make up any normal parish. 
Out of personal experience Allan speaks of the conflict that 
arises when such a group challenges those who are content with 
things as they are. 


These two books are reports on how the Holy Spirit is at 
work in the Church. The reader will be heartened, and moved 
to see that his or her parish goes and does likewise, Is it true 
that the acids of secularism have not eaten so deeply into the 
fabric of our American scene, as they have in Europe? Or have 
they, beneath our facade of religiosity? Whatever your answer, 
excellent guideposts are here for your parish, your vestry, and 
your congregation.

of things would be more secure without Him. So they did away 
with God in the name of peace and quietness. 

“And the third day He rose again’; what are we to make of 
that? One thing is certain: if He was God and nothing else, 
His immortality means nothing to us; if He was man and no 
more, His death is no more important than yours or mine. But 
if He really was both God and man, then when the man Jesus 
died, God died too, and when the God Jesus rose from the 
dead, man rose too, because they were one and the same person. 
The Church binds us to no theory about the exact composition 
of Christ’s Resurrection Body. A body of some kind there had 
to be, since man cannot perceive the Infinite otherwise than in 
terms of space and time. It may have been made from the 
same elements as the body that disappeared so strangely from 
the guarded tomb, but it was not that old, limited, mortal, body, 
though it was recognizably like it. 

In any case, those who saw the risen Christ remained per- 
suaded that life was worth living and death a triviality—an 
attitude curiously unlike that of the modern defeatist, who is 
firmly persuaded that life is a disaster, and death (rather incon- 
sistently) a major catastrophe. 

Now, nobody is compelled to believe a single word of this 
remarkable story. God (says the Church) has created us per- 
fectly free to disbelieve in Him as much as we choose. If we 
do disbelieve, then He and we must take the consequences in 
a world ruled by cause and effect. The Church says further, 
that man did, in fact, disbelieve, and that God did, in fact, take 
the consequences. All the same, if we are going to disbelieve 
a thing, it seems on the whole to be desirable that we should 
first find out what, exactly, we are disbelieving. Very well, 
then: ““The right Faith is, that we believe that Jesus Christ is 
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God and Man. Perfect God and perfect Man, of a reasonable 
soul and human flesh subsisting. Who although He be God 
and Man, yet is He not two, but one Christ.” 

There is the essential doctrine, of which the whole elaborate 
structure of Christian faith and morals is only the logical con- 
sequence. 

Now, we may call that doctrine exhilarating or we may call 
it devastating; we may call it revelation or we may call it rub- 
bish; but if we call it dull, then words have no meaning at all. 
That God should play the tyrant over man is a dismal story 
of unrelieved oppression; that man should play the tyrant over 
man is the usual dreary record of human futility; but that man 
should play the tyrant over God and find Him a better man 
than himself is an astonishing drama indeed. Any journalist, 
hearing of it for the first time, would recognize it as News; 
those who did hear it for the first time actually called it News, 
and Good News at that; though we are apt to forget that the 
word “Gospel” ever meant anything so sensational. 

Perhaps the drama is played out now, and Jesus is safely 
dead and buried. Perhaps. It is ironical and entertaining to con- 
sider that once at least in the world’s history those words might 
have been spoken with complete conviction, and that was upon 
the eve of the Resurrection.

Suakoko, is a model for agricultural advance; and Church- 
trained nurses and technicians minister to thousands of patients 
each year. 

A missionary is at work in Beirut, Lebanon, serving as rep- 
resentative on the staff of the Anglican Bishop in Jerusalem. 
His support is derived from the Good Friday Offering. 

This far-flung missionary enterprise, extending from Alaska 
in the Arctic to Southern Brazil, and from Liberia in West 
Africa to Japan and Singapore in the Far East, requires the 
services of 340 American missionaries and their wives, who 
work hand-in-hand with native Churchmen in the field, making 
a total overseas staff of approximately 1,000. The program is 
supported in part by the churches and missions overseas and in 
part by the budget of the Overseas Department. The 1955 
budget appropriation of the Overseas Department is $2,273,796. 

Through your interest in this program, through your prayers 
for this work, through the gifts you make to this budget, and 
through the service rendered by your sons and daughters over- 
seas, you, the Church at home, have the privilege and joy of 
sharing in all the Church is doing today in these distant places. 
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
